As this is the special number of 
Ecnorxs devoted to the subject of Mormonism, 
we have given a large amount of space to a most conchusive 
arraignment of the Mormon hierarchy, which has by its own 
ad missions under oath violated all of the most solemn agree- 
ments into which it entered with the United States Govern- 
ment when it sought statehood.

Read the state- 
ment from a paper that has been fearless in exposing the true 
inwardness of a congcienceless and tyrannical apostolate which 
makes the monstrous claim that outside of its pale there is no 
anlvation. One can only have sympathy and pity for the 
dupes and victims of this delusion, but there is no occasion 
for anything but the severest condemnation of such men as 
President Joseph Smith, who wrests from the people the tithes 
that enable him to live in luxury and maintain his modern 
harem.

Mormon Covenants Broken 


A STRIKING AND CONCLUSIVE ARRAIGNMENT OF THE MOKMON 
LEADERS 


E proof is overwhelming, from the admizxions 
of Mormon leaders, that every pledge m de by 
the Mormons when they were eagerly Seeking 
Statehood has been unblushingly and defiantly 
broken. The case is conclusively precented in 
full by the Salt Lale Tribune, which gives the «worn state- 
ments of the leaders of Mormoniem by which they convict 
themselves of falsehood and law-breaking and treachery to 
the United States, No stronger article has been presented to 
the public upon this question. It «hows that the Mormons 
do not regard even an oath as sacred. Lying is excuzable 
when done in behalf of the interests of the Church of the 
Latter Day Saints. We quote at length from this irrefutable 
statement, as it covers the cas thoroughly and furnizhes an 
insight into the evil system such as may help thwart the work 
of its missionaries among the unsuspecting. First, the pledges 
are considered, and then the violations of them. Further, a 
remedy is suggested, and this is the only effective one 
namely, to take away the rights of Statechood conferred, on 
the ground that the conditions upon which it was conferred 
have not been lived up to. If Congress has the right to enter 
into compact, it has the right to enforce the terms of the 
compact, or ele withdraw the federal courts, the right to use 
the mails, and all other privileges which come through State- 
hood. This would quickly bring the Mormons to terms, since 
commerce would be impossible. Congress can take the first 
step now by ejecting Reed Smoot from the Senate, as it 
ejected Brigham H. Roberts from the House. As one of the 
apostles of the Mormon Chureh, Reed Smoot has his distinet 
part in all its crimes. After dealing with him, Congress can 


proceed to deal with the law-defying President Smith and 


others who have perjured themselves as witnesses before the 
Senate Committee on Privileges and Elections, Now to the 
facts set forth by the Tribune : 

AS TO THE PLEDGES 


It must be understood that in the period antecedent to 
Jan. 4, 1896, the date of the signing of the Statehood bill, 
and particularly in the period preceding 1890, there had been 
almost a continuous conflict between the Nation, repre- 
aented in Utah by the Gentile population on the one side, 
and the Mormon Church on the other. The practices of 
the Mormon Church in marital affairs were offensive to the 
civilization of this country.

demoralization of the Mormon people would ensue. 

In sermon after sermon, in editorial after editorial in their 
church organ, the leaders declared that if the laws were pro- 
nounced constitutional by the highest court, they would obey 
these laws; and the revelation published in their book of Doe- 
trine and Covenants thus commands them, 

The pledges were specific as they were understood. In all 
morals the Mormon Church is bound by the understanding 
which was conveyed to Congress and the Nation by the pro- 
testations of the leaders and their advocates.

HOW THE GENTILES WERE WON ONLY TO BE BETRAYED 


Throughout Utah the beseeching and the promise were £0 
general that every Gentile  antagoniem was melted. Af- 
fected by the plea of their suffering fellow citizens, and act- 
ing upon the covenants, the Gentiles of Utah (who were in 
the minority of population, but had almost completely the 
political power) yielded their authority and consented to 
It is a fact that if any considerable number of 
Gentiles had refused to accept the pledges of the Mormon 
people and had opposed Statehood, Congress would not have 
granted that Statchood. Scarcely a leading man in either 
house of Congress but declined to yield to the request until 
he had been assured by his Gentile friend or friends in Salt 
Lake City that Utah was ripe for Statehood, that the Mormon 
Church would keep its covenants to the letter, and that the 
Mormon people never more could be brought into servile sub- 
jection to any man pretending to speak in the name of God. 


AS TO THE VIOLATIONS 
* 


Practically every one of the pledges has been broken by, or 
with the connivance of, the Mormon Church. 

Polygamy has been practiced almost continuously since the 
pledge of 1890. Five apostles of the Mormon Church have 
entered into the polygamous relations since that year. Girls 
not old enough to have been wives at that time have be- 
come plural wives and have become mothers since then. The 
surest road to preferment for a young man in the church is 
to break this covenant made to the country, Watch a man's 
progress, and if he be advanced from one ecclesiastical station 
to another; if he be recognized as a favorites of the hierarch; 
usually it will be found that he has entered into polygamy 
since the pledge was uttered in 1890. 


CHURCH ENDORSES POLTGAMY 


Not only has the practice been renewed, but the church 
itself has officially indorsed the renewal. John W. Taylor 
and Mathias F. Cowley, two apostles of the Mormon Church, 
were proved to have entered into new polygamy eince 1890, 
when the pledge was given to the Government. A charge 
was made against them as having violated the pledge, and 
therefore the law of the church and the laws of the country ;

EVIDENCE FROM MORMONS THEMSELVES 


The evidence showed that Apostle George Teasdale had 
married another wife since 1890. The testimony of Mormons 
chowed that John W. Taylor and Mathias F. Cowley, apos- 
tles, had entered into new polygamy since 1890. The 
tesimony of Mormons showed that Benjamin Cluff, president 
of the Brigham Young University at Provo, had married a 
new wife since 1890 ; and the same testimony was given in 
the case of Hickman, a professor in the same Univerxit\ 

Joseph M. Tanner was removed as President of the Agricul- 
tural College at Logan because he was a polygamist. He is 
now at the head of the church schools and one of the superin- 
tendents of Sabbath Schools of the Mormon Church. Joseph 
W. Summerhays, already having several wives, married a 
young wife within the past four years. He is one of the gen- 
eral Sunday school board of the Mormon Church. 


POLYGAMY GENERAL AND APPROVED 


And so on. The list might be indefinitely protracted. The 
Tribune is in possession of evidence enough to fill this whol, 
page. It has named only those the evidence in whose cue 
has been made public, and who have been particularly hon- 
ored by the church for their polygamy. Nearly every man 
now living in the Mormon Church who had more than one 
wife previous to the pledge of 1890 has resumed or continued 
his polygamous living. Joseph F. Smith, the president of 
the church, lives openly and boastfully with five wives, main- 
taining an evtablickment of Oriental magnitude and magnifi- 
cence. These wives have borne eleven children to hin: since 
he personally joined in the promise that the members of the 
Mormon Church would abstain from plural marriage living. 
Francis M. Lyman, the president of the quorum of the twelve 
apostles and prospectively the succe wor of Joseph F. Smith 
in the presideney of the church, lives in the plural marriage 
relation, and has so worn. The following other members of 
the quorum of apostles have violated the ame covenant, and 
are still violating that covenant : John Henry Smith, Marriner 
W. Merrill, George Teasdale, Heber J. Grant, John W. Taylor, 
Mathias F. Cowley and Charles W. Penrose. And if Reed 
Smoot, Rudger Clawson, Hyrum Smith and George A. Smith. 
are not 80 living now, they are at variance with the practice 
of their quorum and are out of harmony with it. Others of 
the hierarchy are engaged in the same violation of covenant, 
and throughout the State of Utah no restraint is placed upon 
any man in living with his plural wives. 

SCHOOLS INVADED BY PRIESTS 

Not less openly and defiantly has the covenant concerning 
the freedom of the schools from the influence of Mormon . 
priests been broken, They have intruded their © religion 
classes into more than 300 of the public Schools of Utah. 
The Mormon Church interferes in politics and directs politica 
affairs according to its pleasure. Reed Smoot was elected 
Senator because he was an apostle. Moses Thatcher was 
defeated because he did not have the apostolic consen! 
Bargains have been made with the church leaders in Salt 
Lake for the delivery of the Mormon vote in Utah and in 
surrounding states. 

A MONEY POWER -

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the adherents, and gives no accounting for these. Its pres- 
ent president was a poor man, relatively speaking, four years 
ago. Today he is the dominating factor in commerce and 
finance in the intermountain country, is president of fourteen 
commercial companies, and by means of his financial power 
is, able to exert influence and to make combinations in the 
interest of himself and his church, and to protect himself and 
favorites from legal and personal consequences of crime. 


A TREASON BREEDER 


In all the teaching of the present hierarch and those who 
follow his example, treason against the government is incul- 
cated, This is a distinct violation of a pledge which was 
made to the effect that the Mormon Church and people de- 
sire to obey the laws and be in harmony with their fellow 
citizens. 

In a Sermon delivered at St. George in September, 1904, 
Joseph F. Smith advised his people not to cell land to their 
enemies,“ meaning all people of the United States not Mor- 
mons. In his attempted explanation given to the Azzociated 
Preas he used the ame word enemies, meaning his fellow 
citizens of the Republic. 


GOVERNMENT UNRIGHTEOUS 


It is the common inculcation in the Mormon Church that the 
Government of the United States is unrighteous; that the peo- 
ple are given over to wickedness ; that Congress is a licentious 
and vicious body, and that all holiness and all authority from 
Almighty God abides within the Mormon Church. A word 
most commonly in use concerning our National Government 
and its people is enemies when Mormon preachers are speak - 
ing of all outside the Mormon Church. 

In every posssible way the common member of the Mor- 
mon Church is made to feel that he owes all his devotion to 
the leaders of the church and owes no patriotiom and no 
loyalty to the flag and to our national life. 


THE DUTY OF CONGRESS ” 


The Mormon Church teaches that all earthly governments, 
including the government of the United States, are unright- 
eous and will be broken in pieces. It teaches that the King- 
dom of God (meaning the Mormon Chureh) is the only right- 
eous government, and that the priests of God {meaning the 
priests of the Mormon Church) are the only righteous rulers 
of mankind. It holds absolute power in Utah; it has hre? 
its power into #urrounding States and Territories. It is the 
right and duty of Congress to check and subdue at once this 
treasonable organization.

What we told you in the September number about the 
board or basket which the Indian mother uses as u crib for 
her baby is just as true now as then, and since you were read- 
ing about it and thinking how differently your baby brother 


or sister is cared for, many a red-skinned little one has been 
stood up in its odd kind of a bed against the wall of the tous 
(in case its home was other than a tent or tepee), while th. 
mother kept about her work, or has been suspended fron: the 
bough of a tree. We advise that our boys and girls r-44 
once more the story of how the Indian children live, and 
about the tepees in which the Kiowas, Comanches, Apaches 
and Sioux Indians make their homes. 

In one of them one will often find as many as fifteen, men. 
women and children all crowded together. As we said last 
month, the fire is built in the centre in a hole that is gcoOped 
in the ground. The Little Worker, which permits us to us 
its illustrations, tells us that there is an opening at the top 
of the tepee go the smoke can escape, and the opening is pro- 
tected by an outstretched bit of cloth called the windward 
flap. It looks like the wing of a big bird. The windward 
flap is stretched ip the direction whence the wind is blowing, 
and this keeps the smoke from being driven back into the 
tepee. Sometimes, however, despite the protection of the 
windward flap, the smoke comes back into the tent, filling. 
the eyes of all its occupants and often driving them out of 
doors. Even when the wind is blowing mildly if we were 
visiting one of these tents and wanted to avoid «marting 
eyes we should need to follow the examples of the Indians, . 
who seldom stand in their tepees and sit down immediately 
on entering.
